The 
year  of  1958  was  the  first  time  we  had  at  our  school  a  Parent-Teacher  Student  Conference  which 
was  held  October  20,  1958.  Theme:  The  relationship  between  the  parent,  teacher,  and  student 
in  the  total  educational  development  of  die  child.  There  were  many  parents  participating  and 
attending  the  program. 

Our  first  Holiday  was  Thanksgiving  which  we  had  about  five  out  of  school.  Everyone 
returned  to  school  laughing  and  talking  about  the  different  enjoyments  they  had  over  the  holi- 
day period.  And  now  the  student  finally  got  back  into  working  condition  before  the  Christmas 
vacation  came.
